W a s h in g t o n , May 27th.—General Sheri­ 
dan is still alive. All day long there have 
been callers at his house. The colored man 
at the door has taken all cards, and Colonel 
Blunt and Colonel Kellogg, of Sheridan’s 
staff, have been constantly on duty at the 
General’s house to meet visitors and inform 
them ot the General’s condition. These 
officers, the physicians and members of the 
family have ceased to attem pt to conceal 
the dangerous condition of the patient, and 
this fact is argued to be one of the worst 
features of the case. As long as it was pos­ 
sible. the officers immediately surrounding 
the General endeavored to conceal the grave 
character of his affliction, and to substitute 
for heart disease, of which he is suffering, 
the miserable subterfuge of nervous pros­ 
tration. The staff officers who have given 
out these misleading reports perhaps should 
riot be too severely blamed. 
In the event of General Sheridan’s death 
his brother Mike would be assigned to duty 
as Major at some other less desirable post 
than 
Washington. 
Lientenant - Colonel 
Kellogg is Captain in the line, and is liable 
to be assigned to duty in Indian Territory. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Blunt is Captain of 
Ordnance, and is liable to be assigned to 
duly with his corpa, should he be detached 
from Sheridan’s staff. 


y e st e r d a y ’s 
b u l l e t in s . 
Last night w-s a trying one for the Gen­ 
eral of the Army. His bedside was sur­ 
rounded 
by 
physicians 
who 
intently 
watched his every breath. At 8 o'clock 
this morning his physicians issued the fol­ 
lowing bulletin : 
C onsultation at S a. m. by D rs.O’R eilly, B yrne, 
Y arrow a n d M atthew s: G eneral S h erid an h as 
rested fairly well d u riu g th e la tte r p a rt o f th e 
n ig h t, an d lias tak cu a sufficient q u a n tity of 
nou rish m en t. 
H is pulse a t th is h o u r 112, and 
strong. H is b ream in g h as been Jatiored a t tim es 
d u rin g th e n ig h t, b u t h as been im proving con­ 
stan tly since 4 a. M. 
T h e u n fav o rab le sym p­ 
tom s reported last n ig h t w ere not relieved u n til 
4 a .m . T here is less redm a o f th e low er e x ­ 
trem ities. 
T he pa ien t expresses h im self as 
rested an d as feeling com fortable. 
At 5:15 to-night another bulletin was is­ 
sued by the doctors, saying that the General 
was sleeping quietly and that there had 
been no recuireuce ot the dangerous sym p­ 
toms of yesterday' afternoon. 


A COMPLICATION OF MALADIES. 
“The General may live ten months, or he 
may not live ten minutes,” said one of his 
intim ate friends, as he left the General's 
house this afternoon. "H e has fatty de­ 
generation of the heart and dropsy. H e is 
full of courage, and may overcome his 
maladies. On the other hand, he may die 
iustantly. It is perfectly ridiculous to pre­ 
tend that he is not in serious danger. I 
would not be surprised to hear of his death 
at any moment.” 
General Sheridan has been engaged in 
the preparation of a history of the cavalry 
operations of the Union armies during the 
war, which was intended as a companion 
volume to Grant’s “ Memoirs.” 
His death 
—unless the work of compiling the vol­ 
ume be left to another—will prove of in­ 
calculable loss to the military history of 
the Government. 


ADMINISTERING OXYGEN. 
W hile your correspondent was at Sheri­ 
dan's residence a cab brought Ur. Yarrow, 
who had been to secure a can of oxygen. 
Tbis pure air the doctors are using to aid 
the action • 
the lungs, since the action of 
the hear: 
• . become so feeble that it fails 
to do its v,ork in forcing the blood through 
the lungs. 
The latter have become clotted 
with bad blood, and it is exceedingly diffi­ 
cult for the patient to breathe. The Gen­ 
eral is given this oxygen in the same m an­ 
ner as gas is administered to dentists’ pa­ 
tients. 
When Mr. Moxley, the man of whom 
this oxygen was - ot.lined, came out, he 
was questioned about the condition of the 
patient. He said that when he entered the 
roo it G tneral Sheridan was lying with 
ins eyes open, looking vacantly in lront of 
him. 
He moved his head slightly, and 
said feebly : “ I will take a little more of 
that in a moment.” and then added imnte- 
ately, “ My cigar is burning the bed-clothes 
—move it quick 1” One of the physicians 
made a motion as though to remove the 
imaginary cigar, ami told the General it 
was all riirht, which seemed to quiet him . 


ANOTHER ATTACK EXPECTED HOURLY. 
Mr. Moxley said further tlia; there was 
no denying the fact that the patient’s con­ 
dition was almost comotose. It was only 
at brief intervals that he was conscious. 
Between his last attack and the second one 
was thirty-two hours. At 1 o’clock another 
thirty-two hours will have passed, and all 
of the physicians are on the alert for an­ 
other attack, which, it is more than likely, 
will be the last. 


THE PATIENT READY FOR DEATH. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 27th.—AboutGo’clock 
he desired to be lifted up higher, and two 
attendants, assisted by Mrs. -Sheridan, en­ 
deavored to raise him. He was so heavy 
that they had some difficulty, and the Gen­ 
eral noticing this said, jokingly, “I am 
pretty heavy, but I haven't got any paraly­ 
sis ” (Referring to a newspaper statement 
giving that as his malady.)

DEATH LIABLE AT ANY MOMENT. 
One physician in attendance said this 
evening : 
“ General Sheridan has great 
vital power, but 1 do not think he will be 
alive thirty hours from now, unless there is 
a great change. He has no pain, and I think 
he will sink away easily. A recurrence of 
the heart trouble may come. The heart 
will cease to beat, and all will be at an 
end.” 
A t the General’s house all is quiet, and 
conversation is carried on in snbdued whis­ 
pers, so as not to disturb him in the least 
s h o u ld he be able to sleep. There was a 
steady stream ot callers at the residence 
duiing the day, and many telegrams were 
received asking for information as to his 
condition. 
HIS CONDITION CRITICAL. 
The last bulletin given out is alarming. 
It says: 
T he rep eated a tta ck s o f p a rtia l failu re o f th e 
h e a rt an d its co n tin u ed feeble actio n h av e p ro ­ 
duced a condition o f th e lungs w hich p revents 
th e proper actio n ot th e blood. 
H is c o n d itio n 
has h ith e rto been necessarily c o n tro lle d , bnt 
th e re is such a tendency to recu rren ce as to 
ju stily th e m ost serious apprehensions. 
It is 
critical. H e is tree trom p a in a n d distress, and 
so expresses him self. 


ALL HOPE ABANDONED. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 27th.—10:30 p. m.—All 
hope has been abandoned, and it is not be­ 
lieved that General Sheridan can live an­ 
other twenty-four hoars. 


BETWEEN LIFE AND DEATH. 
11:30 r. m.—To an inquiry just made as 
to General Sheridan's condition, the answer 
was returned: 
"H e is hovering between 
life and death.” 


IX THE SICK-BOOM. 
The 
children have retired, but Mrs. 
Sheridan reí trees to leave her husband’s 
bedside, except at short intervals, when she 
is forced from exhaustion to lie down on a 
lounge close to the General’s bed. 
The iudications justify the assertion that 
General Sneridau cannot recover, and the 
probabilities are that he will die within the 
next few hours. 
The President and Mrs. Cleveland this 
afternoon sent a basket ot flowers, with a 
letter of condolence to Mrs. Sheridan. 
Among the callers to-day were Secretary 
Endicott and Secretory W hitney and Ad­ 
m iral Porter. 
AT MIDNIGHT 
The condition of General Sheridan had not 
changed in any way for the better. This 
was all that could be obtained from the at­ 


tending physicians, who are telling as little 
as possible. 
Your correspondent saw Colonel Blunt, 
who said that none of the telegrams were 
shown the sick man, not excepting those 
from his mother, but nevertheless the pa­ 
tient was perfectly’ conscious. 
Aiding Mrs. Sheridan in her long and 
weary watch is a Sister of Charity, who 
has been a friend of Mrs. Sheridan since 
her girlhood. 


DEATH MOMENTARILY EXPECTED.

The California delegation to the National

Louis on the 5th of June, passed through 
this city yesterday afternoon. The train 
was due at 11:55 a . m., but did not reach 
here until 1:15 p. m. 
A large congregation of people were at 
the depot to greet the delegates and give 
them a good send off. The members of the 
Sacramento County Democratic Club were 
there in great numbers, all wearing large 
ribbon badges. 
The Hussar Band dis­ 
coursed patriotic music while the train was 
al the depot. Charles Jenkins, the candi­ 
date for Presidential Elector, rode down to 
the depot with Thomas L. Acock, who car­ 
ried a banner on which appeared the fol­ 
lowing : " Grover Cleveland, the grandest 
old Iloman ot them all. Sacramento's dele­ 
gate true as the needle to the pole.” 
W hen the overland train pulled into the 
depot it was found that the delegation had 
been assigned two drawing-room sleepers, 
in which they were making themselves en­ 
tirely at home. Along the sides of one of 
the sleepers were immense banners, ex­ 
tending nearly the whole length of the 
car. on which were the words. "California 
Delegation Solid fo r Cleveland.” 
As the 
cars stopped Clay W. Taylor. William D. 
English, M. F. Tarpey, Stephen M. W hite 
and 
other 
prom inent Democrats were 
recognized by the crowd and cheered. The 
$400 silk banner was brought out and dis­ 
played beside the car. 
The crowd evidently wanted to hear 
some speeches, and called loudly for "T ar­ 
pey.” Mr. Tarpey appealed on the plat­ 
form of the car and made a few remarks. 
He said they were going East to take part 
in the renomination of Cleveland, guided 
by the star of Democracy, which would 
not be dimmed during the" nineteenth cen­ 
tury, and he hoped not until the close of 
the next. 
As Mr. Tarpey close his remarks the 
crowd caught sight of K. G. Blessing, the 
delegate 
from 
Sacramento, and called 
londiy for a speech. 
Mr. Blessing thanked 
his friends end fellow citizens for the com­ 
pliment, bid them good-by and the crowd 
gave him three cheers. 
Hon. W m. D. English, one of the dele­ 
gates at large and Chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee, spoke next.

said that the duties 
of the dele­ 
gation at St. 
Louis 
would 
not 
be 
onerous as they only had to nominate 
a Vice-President. 
The country liad al­ 
ready nominated its candidate for Presi- 
i^ent. 
The 
proceedings 
would 
par­ 
take more of the nature of a ratilication 
meeting, so far as the head of the ticket 
was concerned. 
The Democracy through­ 
out the country wanted Grover Cleveland, 
and he would be nominated by acclama­ 
tion and elected by an overwhelming vote. 
“ W e have journeyed this far,” said the 
speaker, “ and have stopped at Sacramento 
to take your Blessing.” 
Hon Clav W. Taylor, another delegate at 
large, followed in the same strain, and said 
that it was fitting that they should start 
out in so good a cause on so good a day. 
Hon. Stephen M. White, ot Los Angeles, 
was the next speaker. 
He made a good 
Cleveland speech, and like each of the 
other speakers was greeted with three 
cheers at the close of his remarks. 
By the time Mr. W hite finished speaking 
the depot bell announced that the tim e was 
up, and the train pulled out amid the 
cheers of the crowd. 
The delegation will go over the Central 
Pacific, Denver and 
Rio 
Grande and 
Wabash. At Ogden the Denver and Rio 
Grande have promised to place some of its 
most comfortable cars at the disposal of 
the delegation, while the Wabash 
has

Last night the 
caucus showed up the real condition of the 
Democratic party. Instead of the har­

couid the Mills bill have been passed as it 
stood. All the so-called canvasses of the 
House, which Mills and bis compatriots of 
the Ways and Means Committee are al­ 
leged to have made, and which it was 
claimed showed a majority in favor of the 
bill, appear now in tne iight of mere sur­ 
mises, and veiy poor surmises at that. As 
Vance, a protection Democrat from Con­ 
necticut, said: The Miffs bill would pass, 
but when it came out of the fire in the 
House no one who had had a hand in its 
forming would be able to recognize it. 
But Mills is not the only member of the 
W ays and Means Committee who is mad. 
Each and every member of tho majority of 
the committee are up in arm s at the rough 
way in which the caucus handled the work 
about which they took so much pains. And 
this, too, when the caucus was enabled to 
get through less than one-half of the pro­ 
posed amendments, and when all the im ­ 
port amendm ents about which there was 
reason to expect a serious difference of 
opinion were passed over tiff the next 
meeting. 
Wool and salt were not touched upon as 
the friends of the bill were airaid of the 
caucus, which faffed to display' any mercy 
for their pet measure. An injunction of 
secresv was placed on the members, but 
it didn't prevent many from talking. 
The Democrats mean to get through their 
caucusing at to-morrow night’s meeting, 
but it is extremely doubtful if their expec­ 
tations can be realized, as they have break­ 
ers ahead, and bad ones, in the shape of 
amendments which will be offered to the 
proposition to put salt on the free list. 
Randall is expected to be there to-morrow, 
and will coquette with his party for one 
and the last time.

W a s h in g t o n , May 27th.—The bills for 
the admission of North Dakota, Montana 
and W ashington Territories are special or­ 
ders on the Senate calendar for tho coming 
week. The Indian appropriation bill will 
probably be called up Monday or Tuesday, 
and will consume a day or more, aud the 
river and harbor bill, which will be re­ 
ported to-morrow, may be called up before 
the end of the week. 
The fisheries treaty remains the matter 
of dominant interest iu the Senate, and 
promises to displace the special orders and 
all other business, except the appropriation 
bills, until acted upon. The course of 
events, however, 
depend 
largely upon 
the action of the Democrats in the cau­ 
cus to be heid to morrow morning. They 
have the power to delay action indefinitely 
upon the motion to consider the treaty 
with open doors, which is the pending 
question, but actual filibustering, so long 
threatened, has not yet begun. There are 
other matters of executive business of 
great importance before the Senate or its 
committees in respect to which the Demo­ 
crats desire eurlv action—among them the 
nomination of Fuller to be Chief Justice— 
and all of these must probably be delaved 
as a consequence of anv dilatory move­ 
ments in connection with the motion to 
take up the treaty. The belief is expressed by 
Senators of both parties that at the next 
secret 
session 
a 
decision 
will 
be 
reached, and that the Democrats will con­ 
tent themselves with voting in the nega­ 
tive. They will thus help make a quorum, 
and will allow the majority to be responsi-, 
ble for adm itting the public to hear the 
discussion. 
Should all tbis take place, however, it 
will still remain in the power of any two 
Senators—under a rule which is applied to 
legislative as well as executive business— 
to eject the public and close the doors at 
will. Ttie rule has been invoked in recent 
years only to sum m arily shut off’ some 
Senator who wished to have an open vote 
on a proposition to adm it 
the 
public 
to executive 
sessions, and 
it 
seems 
to have 
been 
intended 
for 
use in 
just 
such 
cases. 
But 
it 
is 
well 
adapted to other uses, and inasmuch as a 
strong m inority of the Senators are bitterly 
opposed to the present proposed innova­ 
tion, it is apprehended that its use may be­ 
come common during the fisheries debate. 
Only one executive session with open 
doors can be recalled by men whose memo­ 
ries civer proceedings of the Senate for a 
period of more than forty years. This was 
the session of one or two minutes held on 
the last day of Bresideut A rthur’s Adm in­ 
istration, on which occasion a message 
nominating General Grant for General on 
the retired list of the army was received 
aDd acted upon. This exceptional course 
was recommended by the President and 
adopted in defiance of rules by the Senate as 
an extraordinary m ark of respect to the 
nominee. 
The House to-morrow will probably con­ 
tinue consideration of the Legislative, Exe­ 
cutive and Judicial appropriation biff. The 
tariff biil will then be taken up for con­ 
sideration, a debate under the five-minute 
rule being in order. The Republicans will 
doubtless pursue a policy of opposing every 
paragraph of the bill by offering amend­ 
ments and demanding votes upon them. 
So the end of the week is not likely to 
show any material progress towards the 
final disposition of the bill. 
The state of the appropriation bills does 
not compare favorably with their condition 
during the last long session, although busi­ 
ness was then much below the average. 
Up to the present date but two of the four­ 
teen appropriation bills have passed both 
houses—the Military Academy and pension 
biffs. Two more have passed' the House— 
the Bostoffiee, diplomatic, District of Co­ 
lumbia. Indian, and river and harbor bills. 
One (the Legislative) is now pending, Six 
bills have not yet been reported from the 
committees. These are the sundry civil, 
army, navy, fortification, agricultural and 
general deficiency appropriation bills. At 
the corresponding period in the 4!):h Con­ 
gress niue of the appropriation bills had 
passed the House and three had passed the 
Senate, wnich was just one third more 
than has been similarly disposed of this 
session.

W hen the Hassalo struck the fuff force 
of the current she shot like an arrow down 
the course and struck the breakers at the 
foot of the fall. The water flowed over the 
upper deck. Three sharp, distinct shocks 
were felt and it was thought she had struck, 
but the disturbance was found to be the 
force of the breakers striking her. The 
steamer passed safely through the boiling 
waters without a- scratch. From the head 
of the rapids to the lower cascades, a dis­ 
tance of six miles, the run was made in ten 
minutes, being at the rate of a m ile in one 
and two-thirds minutes. The trip was a 
complete success and the Hassalo is the 
first boat to come through without injury.

Títere is no news yet as to whether the 
seachring party, under Major Barettelot, 
had started yet. It was to reach Arruwi on 
June 1st.

P o r t l a n d , May 27th.— News was just re­ 
ceived from tbe north of the total loss of 
the American bark Julia Foard, in K ariuk 
Bay, Alaska. The vessel was wrecked 
April 25th, but the first intelligence was re­ 
ceived to-day. The Julia Foard was com­ 
manded by Captain Trainer, and came from 
San Francisco with a cargo of salmon can­ 
ning machinery for the Kariuk Cannery. 
On her arrival the anchor was dropped 
and preparations made to discharge cargo 
and land about forty Chinese passengers. 
A heavy storm from the northeast came up. 
and it appeared that unless tbe vessel could 
heave off shore and tack to get off the dan­ 
gerous rocks on shore she was in imminent 
dager of being wrecked. 
The anchor chain was hove ashore and 
the yards backed ready to tack, when a 
heavy swell sent the Foard against a 
treacherous rock, filling the lower bold. 
The storm increased, but with assistance 
from K ariuk 
village, all 
banda were 
rescued, numbering about forty people, in­ 
cluding the crew. 
Tbe passengers were 
uninjured and saved all their personal 
effects.

THE OPIUM HABIT. 


The miserable death of the young Har­ 
vard student, M ills, from opium smoking, 
is a lamentable affair, and awakens wide­ 
spread attention. It was a terrible blow to 
the family of the victim; one that can 
scarcely be comprehended by any but the 
afflicted. 
But will it teacli opium smokers 
a lesson, or serve to restrain those tempted 
to indulge in the drug? 
W e fear not. 
If 
any who have become addicted to the 
opium pipe could he restrained by exam­ 
ple, the wretched lives of the devotees of 
the habit, their repulsive countenances, 
their wasted forms, their nerveless manner, 
the wreck of their bodies and their intel­ 
lects, would long ago have operated as re­ 
st raining influences. 
But with thousands 
of horrible examples of the debasing in­ 
fluence of the use of the drug, the certain 
ruin that follows in the wake of the prac­ 
tice of smoking it, and the rapid mental 
and physical decline it ¡asures, the vice in­ 
creases, and the army of its victims con­ 
stantly swells. 
It might have been that 
without Chinese influences in our midst 
opium smoking would have grown to a 
considerable extent among our |>eople, but 
it is undeniable that 
the Chinese have 
greatly aided in the spread of the practice. 
B it for the contamination of their pres­ 
ence it would not have attained its present 
alarming proportions 
The 
most 
re­ 
markable fact in connection with opium 
smoking, in this country, is the apparent 
i 
üfli i ¡ice of society to its results and 
what it promises for the generations. 
It is 
1 1 rfeetly well-known that it is a most per­ 
nicious vice, one that the law erects very 
properly into a crim e; one that ought to 
be crushed out at once with a heavy hand, 
and because it is secretly committed and 
expos'd less frequently to light than any 
other indúlgeme, one that should be pur­ 
se, d by the law with the utmost vigor- 
Y et there is really hut little thought given 
to the subject, widespread as is the evil 
and patent as are its evidences of growth. 
Occasionally a raid is made upon a Chi­ 
nese opium joint, hut for the most part the 
law officers manifest but little disposition 
to face the evil, and it is because the moral 
sentim ent behind them is torpid so far as 
this subject is concerned. 
Such sad cases 
as that of young M ills will probably 
quicken 
it a little, 
but 
only 
for a 
brief time. 
When a very large percentage 
of the youth of the land is fast hound in 
the chains of the vice, there will probably 
U- an awakening to the necessity for action, 
and then the struggle will be to confine 
and restrict it, for it may be—indeed it 
probably then will be— im ponible to crush 
it out, as m ight be done now if the people 
were alive to the need for such action. 
If 
it is not strangled in its infancy, the danger 
in that it will attain such proportions that, 
lik e liquor drinking, we will lie told that 
the appetite cannot be defeated, and that 
the very best mankind can do for itself 
w ill be to exercise sonic sort of control 
over it. 
W hile the forecast may seem in­ 
tolerable, the results of indulgence in the 
u*c of other agencies of debasement justify 
the fear that “ the opium habit" may 
come to tie looked upon as one of those ills 
it is impossible to suppress. 


W h e n , ill the evolution o f the dem o­ 


cratic idea th e tim e is ripe for another 
iropean monarchy to yield to the prin- 
ci; '.es of free government and establish 
: 
f a republic, Germany will lie the first, 
io all probability. 
But in the meantime 
s., ■ could not have a ruler whose reign Is 
better ;n all re.-peots for her people than 
the present Emperor. 
His accessions with 
reasonable assurance of an extended life 
would have meant a great deal of progress 
for Germany in the direction of popular 
nation of the will of the people. 
He has 
the foresight to see that the days of abso­ 
lute monarchism are not those that are 
abreast with the .spirit of the age. 
Iarag 
helore he became Emperor it was well 
known that his ideas were liberal and pro­ 
gressive. 
Hick and depressed as lie is, he 
lias nut neglected to carry out a favorite 
scheme greatly enlarging the franchise in 
Prussia, ni which he is King, and if his 
li.c is spared he is certain to advance the 
same liberalizing scheme in the Empire. 
It w ill therefore be a sad blow to progress, 
to good government, to peaceful designs, 
and to human advancement, if he tiies 
soon, as it is feared he will, or, if he lives, 
but remains so ill that he cannot devote 
hi> energies to the great advances lie 
hopes for Germany. 
W c can well un­ 
derstand, therefore, why all the liberaliz­ 
ing leaders of Germany are prayerfully 
solicitous for the restoration of Emperor 
Frederick’s health. 
H is death, or con­ 
tinued incapacity, indeed, means for them 
a ruler in the person of the Crown Prince, 
whom they do not believe to l e in har­ 
mony witli the peaceful and progressive 
ideas of his father ; the younger man en­ 
tertains only 
the thought of absolute 
monarchism, and has thus far manifested 
no regard for any enlargement of the p opu­ 
lar voice in government.

with eleven men chanced to become sepa­ 
rated from the rest by taking the wrong 
side of a ravine, which they expected soon 
to terminate, but which suddenly deepened 
into an impassable chasm. 
The officer in 
command signaled to the party to return. 
They mistook the signal for a command to 
charge; the bravo fellows answered with a 
cheer aud charged. 
At th -sum m it of the 
steep mountain was a triangular platform, 
defended by a breastwork, behind which 
were seventy of the foe. 
On they went, 
charging up one of those fearful paths, 
eleven against seventy. 
The contest could 
not long be doubtful with such odds. 
One 
after another they fell, six upon the spot; 
the remainder hurled backward; but not 
until they had slain nearly twice their own 
number.

Some things you can weigh and mete 
out at command: the sentiment within 
the soul of man that responds intuitively 
to e. noble act stirs not at the command of 
in .. Spontaneous as the lightning when 
its co-ordinate is by, it leaps in instantane­ 
ous response and dashes forth its recogni­ 
tion of a kindred force. 
The love of the 
parent for his offspring; the pride of the 
patriot in his country ; the affinity of the 
soul f >r the supernatural; these are emo­ 
tions that an all-wise Creator has made so 
respon-ive in their character that they ask 
no favoring argument, and wait upon no 
demonstration. 
Upon 
this 
fact hangs 
largely the safety and perpetuity of the 
tainily, the national and the religious life. 
Mathematical processes cool the blood; 
philosophical arguments temper the zeal; 
scientific analyses check 
the ardor and 
blunt the faith until only half-hearted 
service is rendered, when the response 
should have been like the lightning and 
tire blow like the slroke of a saber.

God speed the day ! 
We cannot do too 
much, we cannot pray too fervently, we 
cannot strive too earnestly for the hasten­ 
ing of the day when the discontent of a 
nation shall be compelled to submit its 
grievance to the arbitrament of the world. 
NY e wait the time with eager, beating hearts 
when there shall be erected on this globe 
one bar of justice at which all the nations 
o f the earth shall be the jury—a tribunal 
whose judgm ent no sword shall pierce, 
from whose verdict there shall be no ap­ 
peal. 
Yet much as we long for that glad 
day we would not blot from the page of 
history the record of one heroic deed, the 
story o f one campaign where truth fought 
out its vindication, and stamprd with eter­ 
nal infamy the efforts of darkness and un­ 
holy zeal. 
So long as truth and error struggle for 
the mastery, so long there will be strife rtud 
hatred upon earth, and so long, too, honor 
w ill shine resplendant above dishonor and 
justice be crowned with power and might. 
1 would not lift one finger to smooth out 
those mounds at Therniopyltc and Bai- 
aklava, at Bull Run and at Gettysburg : lor 
they are the finger-posts of history, and 
mark the course of truth from age to age. 
Bring then your flowers 1 de-spoil vmir 
choicest gardens and pour out these offer­ 
ings of love and loyalty. for they are not 
route memorials that these patriotic sous 
have died, they are vocal with the strong 
assurance tbut the sacrifice was not useless. 
They tell us that they did not die in vain ; 
there are yet hearts as true to liberty as 
ever scaled the ramparts or flung them ­ 
selves into the breech; that the love of 
fr eedom is as warm and the breath of patri­ 
otism as sweet as when our fathers kissed 
their brides good-by or went fori It ¡o battle 
with their mothers’blessing on their heads. 
But there is one thing that we must not 
fail to teach : that if patriotism would be 
quick and real, freedom must be something 
other than n name.

command, in the Senate chamber

in the President's chair, the power of 
the 
Gospel 
of 
the Carpenter's Son ; 
General Grant pleading with the childri 
to “ hold fast to the Bibb- as the sheet- 
anchor to yonr liberlies, the book to which 
we are indebted for all progress in true 
civilization, and to which alone we must 
look in the future—‘ Righteousness exalteth 
a nation, but siu is a reproach to any peo­ 
ple.’ " 
The speaker then said : “ Young ft ¡ends, 
it is not permitted to you to drop u flower 
upon the grave of him who was our great­ 
est (ieneral and twice our President but 1 
beg you will not forget the words he has 
left to those who think lightly of this 
blessed book. 
If yon will search carefully 
the pages of history that are rich with the 
greatest deeds of men. you will find that 
when the mistakes of careless and sm all- 
souled men have brought dire disaster upon 
the cause intrusted to their rare.it is the 
man ut stern morality and Christian integ­ 
rity whom God throws iu the breach to 
bear the nations back to justice and to 
righteousness. 
Patriotism we must cher­ 
ish, but patriotism that demands for hs de­ 
votion som ething more tiran a political 
structure, a fabric built upon pledges with 
too little character behind them to keep 
them tresh in memory beyond the close of 
one campaign. 
Onlv when our country 
sends to its halls ot legislation men who 
have beeu chosen not for their pledges, but 
for their character, known and read of al! 
men, wili the idea of patriotism receive its 
truest m eaning and the legacy for which 
these brave men fought be safely and se­ 
curely ours. 


F ou rteen th -street I’recliyterian. 
Rev. George U. Bird, pastor of the Four­ 
teenth-street Presbyterian Church, spoke 
upon the civic duties of the Christian. H is 
text was front Mark x ii., 17: “ Render to 
Crt'jar tire things that are Coesar’s.'

The churchmen of that day—the PharHsees, 
and the politicians—the Herodians—com­ 
bine to catch Christ in H is words by art­ 
fully asking, ■' Is it lawful to give tribute to 
< 'tesar or not ?" 
They sought to m ix Him 
up in a quarrel with the tiiate. 
The State 
was Ciciar's. The Jews were subjects and 
paying tribute as such. The men in au­ 
thority were either Romans or in the pay 
of Rome. 
The people in subjection were 
re- Jess under their rule anti sought to tirrow 
it d t it opportunity ollend. 
If Christ 
houttl side with Catsur H e would offend 
the people, and if He sided with the people 
He would be obnoxious to Caesar's friends. 
H is answer to this artful question shows 
H is wisdom. 
H e separates the Church 
and Slate when H e sa y s: “ Reeder to 
Cressr the things that are Ctesar’s, and to 
God the things that are Goa's.” 
The civic 
duties of the Christian are suggested by 
the first part of this reply. 
First—A Christian citizen. 
To be a 
Christian is not to cease to he a citizen. 
A 
Christian is one whose faith and hope in 
the Lord Jesus Christ makes him u fellow 
eiliven with the saints—a member of tlie 
Kingdom of Heaven, for tbe com ing of 
which be Iones as well as prays, " Thy 
kingdom come." 
It3 King is Christ and 
its constitution is righteousness, peace aud 
Joy iir the H oly Ghost. 
But a Christian is 
in the world as yet and therefore has Iris 
civic duties to perform. 
There is nothing 
in this higher life as a citizen of the king­ 
dom of heaven to hinder the lower life as a 
citizen of the State. 
Nay the State is to 
him as a scaffolding by which Lis Christian 
life is protected as it is built upward in its 
hopes, aspirations and expectations heaven­ 
ward. 
Second—A Christian citizen is subject to 
Ca-sar 
Cce-sar stands for the Stave—for 
civic law and duty. 
If Christ esteemed 
tbe Jew as tire subject of such an authority 
. - the Roman Cresar, surely H e esteems 
the Christian as the subject of such an 
authority vs the American Republic. 
If 
H e called men to submit to force in author­ 
ity, much more H e ca'ds men to submit to 
freedom in authority. 
The American Re­ 
public is freedom iu authority. The Chris­ 
tian has a double duty. 
Ho has to submit 
to civic as well ns sacred authority, but 
Le is u t to m ix his submission. The m ix­ 
ing of Church and State has brougbt mis­ 
ery to m illions—wars, persecu ions, inqui­ 
sitions and infidelity constitute the misery 
that conies of joining what God Iras by the 
words of Christ put asunder. 
Here is the 
error of Romanism and the wisdom of 
Protestantism. 
, Third—A Christian citizen is a conscien­ 
tious citizen. 
H is conscience toward God 
quickens his conscience toward the State. 
Would all citizens were Cbri.s'.ians, for then 
they would be better citizens. Th. ;e would 
then be more conscience in civic allairs and 
surely that is what is needed everywhere 
in this broad Republic, 
such a citizen 
renders to the State its dues. 
The citizen’s 
iorem st duty to the State is the duty of 
patn: vitni. 
The love of your laud, its in­ 
stitutions and ilw inhabitants is the sacred 
duty of every citizen. 
It is not a senti­ 
ment only, Such love will seek to do no 
r.orm 
to 
the 
Bia’e though 
it 
may 
f lrrcitlv seek to 
reform

You who live "to dec­ 
orate the graves of the patriotic dead can 
do as goodly deeds for native land as 
did those old soldiers who died i.tr battle­ 
fields or from the toils of war. 
A frican M. K. Church. 
llev. O. Summers, pastor of the A. M. E. 
Church, delivered a patriotic oration. 
He 
called back to memory the long list of 
heroes who sprang to urms at tneir coun­ 
try's call, and whose lifeblood ebbed ti pon 
many a Southern battle-field—men, brnve, 
tried aud true, who stood as targets of the 
nation so that the latter might live.

us call back to memory the immortal Lin­ 
coln—good old Father Abraham—who fell 
a martyr by the 
assassin's bullet.

Let us not 
forget General Grant, who has gone be'ore, 
nor General Sheridan, who is about to fol­ 
low him , ami the hundreds of thousands of 
boys in blue who fought, bled and died for 
their country. 
1 cannot forget tbe bloody 
battle field of IVa Ridge nor the terrible 
slaughter at YVilson's Creek. 
I was there, 
and although many years have elapsed me- 
thinks I yet can hear the screams and 
gruaus of the dying. 
These were sad 
hours and 
brave hearts. 
Blessed 
are 
the dead who died in defense of tlieir coun­ 
try, for they shall rest from their labors 
and theirs works shall follow them. Thev 
have taken our race from the auction 
block, given us the ballot-box, the public 
school, raised us from degradation and dis­ 
grace, and marie us free Atuerican citizens 
with equal rights. 
Can we forget the two 
hunored thousand lives sacrificed in the 
war that liberated us as a people? 
In the 
war we alto were represented by ISO,000 
colored troops who wore the blue. 
Of that 
number 30,29S died from wounds and ex­ 
posure. 
It was the largest African m ili­ 
tary force that we have any knowledge of 
iu history. These troops suffered severely 
when captured, for you remember a large 
number of them were burned in their 
camp at Fort Pillow. 
C uitarían Society-. 
Rev. C. P. Massey preached front the 
te x t: 
“ I come not to send peace, but the 
sword.” 
The centra! thought of th esir- 
mmr was, tbe war was not for the abolition 
of slavery —that was an accident o f the 
war. 
Yet it was necessary that it should 
be brought about and abolished from our 
system . 
The thinking men, both North 
and South, now admit that the war re­ 
sulted dillerently from 
what they ex­

The outcome was the iestilt of 
God working in liistm y. 
The preacher

Speaking of the cordiality 
that should grow more and more between 
the people o f the common country and be 
fostered anil enc mraged by Memorial Day.

Northern dead, rosemary—that’s for re­ 
membrance. 
For the Southern dead here 
are pansies—these are for thought.”

It has been 
understood th at as the keeper of th e place 
was paying a license of $35 per m onth he 
had a right to run th e place, and he has 
tim e an d again defied the police. 
Section 
8 of the sam e ordinance provides th at every 
keeper of a dance cellar or beer saloon, 
w here spirituous, vinous or m alt liquors 
are sold and w here the custom ers are w aited 
upon by females, shall pay a license of $150 
per quarter, bu t Captain K archer holds that 
M illigan'-; ¡ lace does not com e u n d er that 
iection, b n t under Section 15, and that 
therefore he ought to pay a license of $5 per 
night. 
At M illigan's place females do not w ait 
upon custom ers. 
A num ber of w om en are 
paid to dance w ith visitors, and at the end 
o f each dance they rush their partners op 
to th e bar and m ake them “ treat.” 
On 
S aturday nig h t there was a large crowd 
and business was rushing. W hen 12 o’clock 
cam e M illigan determ ined no t to close up 
and tne officers arrested him and took him 
to the Station-house. 
H e p ut np a deposit, 
and retu rn in g at once ordered his m usi­ 
cians, T oney Sm ith and E dw ard M cA llis­ 
ter, to go on w ith the m usic, telling them 
th at he had fixed it for all uight. 
As soon as they com m enced to play, how ­ 
ever, the sam e officers arrested them and 
took them to the station-house. 
J . F . 
B aldw in, w ho keeps a sim ilar place ju st 
across th e alley 011 the sam e street, was 
also running, and th e officers also gathered 
him in. 
Captain K archer says h e is determ ined 
to close these places if there is a law to do 
ii, and he believes th at there is in Section

intends to have the law of the case settled, 
and find out if such places can run after 12 
o’clock at night w ith im punity.

SIXTEEN INNINGS. 


T h a t’s W hat It T ook to D ecide th e G am e

Those w ho did not attend yesterday’s 
ball gam e in this city missed a grand treat.

N othing need be 
said of M cLaughlin. 
H e played as he a l­ 
ways does, and only one m an stole second 
w hen the ball had to come front the 
“ foxy ” Billy. 
B arry held cut well and 
the game undoubtedly was a severe test on 
bis arm . 
Robertson carried off the batting 
honors for his team , m aking three base 
bits. 
A ll of th e Clevelands played good ball 
and worked together like a m achine. T he 
loss of th e gam e is attributed to their 
catcher on one passed ball. 
It was unfor­ 
tunate indeed for hint, as outside of that 
he gave his pitcher support th at could not 
be excelled. 
H e has a good arm on him 
and m ade some pretty throw s to second 
base.

T he City E ngineer Gives Home Figures 
on th e Subject. 
As there has been a great deal of talk 
about tbe cost of im proving H street. City 
E ngineer Bassett has prepared th e follow­ 
ing sta te m en t: 
T here seem s to be considerable m isappre­ 
hension concerning the cost of the proposed 
w ork of im proving H street, from T enth 
to T w entieth, those who are desirous of 
defeating the im provem ent having circu­ 
lated statem ents th at the cost of the w ork 
is to be m uch m ore than th e facts, based 
upon the estim ate and the lowest bid, war­ 
rant. 
On the bns:s of the lowest bid the esti­ 
m ated cost o f th e work from T enth to 
Seventeenth is $1 09 per front foot for work 
on the blocks, and 62 cents per foot for 
w ork on the intersections. 
From Seven­ 
teenth to T w entieth the estim ated cost is 
$1 70 per front foot for w ork on the blocks, 
and 55 cents per front foot for work on the 
intersections. 
T his does not include curb­ 
ing, a t m ost of the curbing on the line of 
the street is already in. 
In front of prop­ 
erty w here there is no curbing there will 
be an additional cost of 15 cents per front 
foot. 
These figures do not include the cost 
of w ork betw een the rails and tracks of 
the street railroad, nor for two feet each 
side thereof, as th at portion of the street 
has to be im proved aud kept in repair by 
the street railroad com pany. 
T hese figures com pare very favorably 
w ith the cost of w ork on other" streets and 
w ith work done last year, w hen there was 
no “gravel tru st,” as is now claim ed. 
F or

Seventh and E ighth, $3 21; inter­ 
section E ighth aud M streets, 92 cents; M 
street, Eighth and N inth, $3 71; intersec­ 
tion N inth and M streets, 78 cents; M street, 
N inth and T enth, $2 72; T hird street, L 
and M, $2 04; intersection T hird and M 
streets, 60 cents; T hird street, M and N, 
$2 36; intersection T hird and N streets, 56 
cents; T hird street, N and O, $2 42; in ter­ 
section T hird and O streets, GO cents; T hird 
street, O and P, $2 52. 
T he class of w ork called for on H street 
is in som e respects superior to work that 
has been done on som e of the streets 
nam ed above, as for instance the gutters 
are to be paved w ith granite blocks instead 
ot cobles (m akes u difference of about 20 
cents per front foot), and the entire surface 
of the street is to be covered w ith tine 
screenings (a difference of about .05 to 
front foot). 
As to the price asked for the 
gravel being high, on account of the so- 
called “ gravel tru st,” an exam ination of 
the follow ing prices, show ing w hat has 
been paid tor gravel in im proving various 
streets in th e city, will show th at the 
prices are considerably lower th an the 
average. 
F or the grading of the blocks 
the figures are com paratively high, but 
M r. Touhey com plains th at the m ode of 
m easuring the gravel has been changed, so 
th at the estim ate of the sam e figures up 
about 20 per cent, less th an by th e old 
m ethod. 
T he gravel was to rm erly m eas­ 
ured on th e w agons; now it is m easured 
in the street after it is com pact and settled. 
S till T ouhey’s bid for gravel is lower than 
any received before this season, and lower 
th an th e bids of last season, w hen there 
was no m onopoly of the gravel. 
It is, 
therefore, apparent th at there can be no 
reason for stopping the w ork on the ground 
th a t the prices charged are exorbitant, or 
th at they are greater lhan they have been 
in the past or can reasonably be expected 
to be in the future. 
A s to getting gravel cheaper on the rail­ 
road, it can be seen from an exam ination 
of the following table that where gravel has 
been obtained in th at way heretofore the 
cost has been considerably greater th an the 
bids for gravel on II street.
